ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS. 


EFORE the Romans came into this iſland, the 
Britons, who then poſſeſſed the country, were 
divided into ſeveral nations, cach of them governed 
by their own kings. And, when Britain becameſa mem- 
ber of the Roman empire, many of their tribes had 
their proper kings, who were ſuffered to govern by 
their own laws, provided they were tributary. Such 
kings were Cogidunus and Praſtitagus, mentioned by 
Tacitus; Lucius, faid to be the firſt chriſtian king, who 
died in 407, and left the Roman emperor heir to his 
kingdom ; with Coilus, the father of Helena, mother 
of Conſtantine the Great. Aſter the Romans had 
quitted Britain, upon the irruptions of the Goths into 
Italy, in the empire of Honorius, that is, in 430, the 
kingly government returned to the Britons, who 
choſe for their king, Conſtantine, brother of Aldroi- 
nus, king of Brittany, in France, a prince of the 
Britiſh blood ; ro whom ſuccceded Conſtantine his 
ſon ; then Vortiger, who uſurped the crown; but 
being haraſſed by the Scots and Picts in 440, and to 
maintain his uſurpation, firſt called in the Saxons, at 
That time Lovcring long the coalt of Britain, in 446. 
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Theſe having got ſure footing in the iſland, never 
left the Britons quiet till they were in poſſeſſion of 
the whole. And though they were overthrown in 
many battles by King Vortimer, the ſon and ſucceſſor 
of Vortiger, and attcrwards by King Arthur, yet the 
Britons were, ſoon after his death, fo broken and 
weakened, that they were forced at laſt to retreat, 
and exchange this ſweet and rich part of Britain for 
the mountains of Wales. Cadwallader, Jaſt king of 
the Britons, began to reign 660, killed in bartle 
Lothair, king of Kent; and Ethelwold, king of the 
Weſt Saxons, turned monk and died at Rome.— 
Thus the Britons left the ſtage, and the Saxons en- 
tered. By theſe the country was divided into ſeven 
kingdoms, called the Heptarchy. Kent, the firlt 
kingdom, was in Julius Cæſar's time, the ſovereignty 
of four petty princes, and never called a kingdom, 
till Hengiſt erected it into one.

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cians, and 14th monarch, in 709, was killed in 

battle with the Welt Saxons, afcer a reign of ſeven 

years, 716; died without children, and was buri- 
ed at Litchfield. 

+ ETHELBALD I. 10th king of the Mercians, became 

- 15th monarch, in 716. The beginning of his reign 
was debauched ; but he retormed, on being ad- 
moniſhed by Cuthbert ot Canterbury, and, for 
atonement, built Croy-land abbey, in Lincolnſhire. 

In the 30th year of his reign, it was enacte d, that 
the Scriptures ſhould be read in monaſtcries, and 
the Lord's Prayer and Creed taught in the Saxon 
tongue. In the 40th year of his reign, he was 
{lain by his own ſubjecte, when he was leading his 
troops againſt Cuthred, the Weſt Saxon, at Sccon- 
dine, three miles from Tamworth, in Warwick- 
ſhire, and was buried at Repton, in Derbyſhure, in 
750, leaving neither wiſe nor child. 

Or ra, the 1th king of the Mercians, and 16th mo- 
narch. He was bern lame, deaf, and blind, which 
continued till he arrived to manhood, when the 

| Mercian nobles received him for their king, and 
he began his rezgn with great proſpect of glory. 

He took up arms againſt Kent, fiew their king at 

Otterford, and conquered that kingdom. He ] 

made great havock beyond the Humber, whence 

returning triumphant, be went againſt the Weit 

Saxons. He cauſed a great trench to be dug from 

Briſtol to Baſing werk, in Flintſhire, as the boun- 

dary of the Pritons who harboured in Wales iu 

774; Which the Welch endeavourcd to deſtroy, 
but were repulſed with great leſs. The ledger- 

book of St. Alban's ſays, Offa firſt ordained the 

- ſounding of trumpets before the kings of England, 
to denote their appearance, and require reſpect. 

He repulſed the Danes to their great loſs, He ad- 
mitted his fon Fgtryd, a partner in his ſovereignty,

and, out of devotion, paid a viſit to Rome, where 
he made his kingdom ſubje& to a tribute, then 
called Peter- pence, and procured the canoniza- 
tion of St. Alban. At his return he built St. 
Alban's monaſtry, in Hertiordſhire, 793. He died 
at Otiley, June 29, 794, in the 39th year of his 
reign, and was buried at Bedford, in a chapel, 
ſince ſwallowed up by the river Ouſe. He had 
iſlue by his queen, one ſon and three daughters. 


EcFRYD, 12th king of the Mercians, and I 7th me- 


narch, ſuccecded his father in both dignitics, July 
I2, 794, but died Dec. 17 following, and was 
buricd at St. Alban's, leaving neither wife nor 
child. 


KExwolr, 13th king of the Mercians, and 18th 


Monarch, fuccceded Egtryd in 795. He was an 
example of piety, and impartially adminiſtered juſ- 
rice, He conquered Kent, gave that kingdom to 
Cuthred, and kept their king Pren captive in Mer- 
cia. He built Winchcomb monaliery in Glouceſter 
ſhire, where he led Pren to the altar, and releaſed 
him without ranſom or entreaty. He died in $19, 
the 22d year of his reign, and was buried at Winch- 
comb. He left one ſon and two daughters. 


Ecer T, 17th king of the Weſt Saxons, and 19th 


but fi;{t ſole monarch ofthe Engliſh, He began his 
reign over the Welt Saxons in 800. The Corniſh 
and Welch aſſociated againſt him, which provoked 


him to enact a law, commanding no Briton to 


preſume to paſs Ofla's ditch, and immediate death to 


his enemies that durſt ſet foot upon Engliſh ground. 


He took Cheſter, and cauſed their broken image 


ol Cadwallo to be throw n down from the weſtern 


gate of London. He conquered Mercia, and laid 
the foundation of the ſole monarchy n 819, which 
put an end to the Saxon Heptarchy, and was ſo- 


lemnly crownedat Wincheſter, when, by his edict,

England, 820. Hz repulſed the Danes, and 
drove them out of England, 826. He died Feb.

ETHELwOLF, eldeſt fon of Egbert, ſucceeded his

He 
reigned above 20 years, dica Jan. 13, 8 57, and 
was buried, but removed to Wincheſter. He had 
four ſons and one daughter. 


ETHELBALD II. eldeſt ſon of Ethelwolf, ſucceeded 


his father in 857, and, notwithſtanding he oppo- 
ſed his father, tor honouring the emperor Charles's 
daughter with being his queen, = 1 his death, 
contrary to all laws, took her for his own wife. 
He died Dec. 20, 860, and was buried at Sher- 
born, but removed to Saliſbury.

Ethelred overthrew the Danes, 8 71, at Aſſendon, 
which was the greateſt loſs the Danes had ever met 
with in England. He had nine ſer battles with 
the Danes in one year, and was wounded at Wit- 
tingham, which occaſioned his death, April 27, 
872, and was buried at Winborne, in Dorſetſhire. 
He had two ſons and one daugher. 
ALFRED, the fourth ſon of Ethel wolf, ſucceeded 
; his brother in 872, in che 22d year of his age, 
was crowned at Wincheſter, and is diſtinguiſhed 
by the title of Alfred the Great. He was born at

SCOTLAND. 

HTS nation has as great pretenſions to antiquity 
1 as any in Europe, having, according to their 
hiltorians, poſſeſſed that kingdom for above 2000 
years, without ever being entirely conquered ; though 
they have been ſubdued at certain per.ods by the 
Romans and Engliſh, and in a great meaſure over- 
Tun by the Danes. They boaſt a line of 115 kings, 
Who can all of them deduce their pedigree from Fer- 
I. who was, ſent by the pcople of Ireland, and 
came into Scotland about the time that Alexander the 
Great took Babylon, viz 330 years before Chriſt. 
As to the origin of the Scots, there are various opini- 
ns, and the hiſtorians who contend for their anti- 
quity, ſay they came from Spain. Thoſe are oppoſed 
y others who, in general, ſuppoſe them to be a re- 
mainder of the Britons, who fled from the Roman 
ſervitude. However, we ſhall begin with Metel- 
Janus, the 17th King of Scotland, in the ſ.cond year 
of whoſe reign Jeſus Chriſt was born; he died in 

29, and was ſucceeded by Caractacus.

A beautiful ſlatue of king James on horſeback, ered ed 
upon a White marble baſis, before the Exchange 
on the middle of the Sand hill, was demoliſhed by 

the mob, who dragged the ſtatue and its horſe 
upon the key, and turned them over the ſame 
into the river, 1688.

A party of rebels got together at Alnwick, in Nor- 
thumberland; whereupon ſome troops of dragoons 
and companies of foot warched immediately to ſe- 
cure Newcalile, where the remembrance of the 
hardſhips impoſ:d upon that place by the Scots 
during the rebellion againſt King Charles I. med 
the inhabitants againſt every inclination of admit- 
ting their northern neiglibours, and their gueſts, 
newly come out of Scotland: But afterwards, 
when theſe dangers were over, upon the arrival of 
ſome Swiſs dragoons, who ſeeing the profperity 
and riches of the inhabitants, had entertained 
ſtrong reſolutions to plunder the town, were ge- 
nerouſly prevented by the Engliſh foldicrs quar- 
tered there, October, 1715. 

In the beginning of Feb. 1735, was found in the 
ſand by the river Tyne, at Corbridge, a moſt cu- 
rious and valuable piece of antiquity in Baſſo Re- 
lievo in ſil ver, weighing 148 oz. ſuppoſed to have 

been made uſe of by the Romans in ſome of their 
ſacriſices to ſome heathen Deity, and to have been 
made above two thouſand years ago. It reprefents 
the figures of Veſta, Apollo, Ceres, Minerva, and 

Diana, with their proper hieroglyphics, &c. This 
valuable piece was fold a little time after it was 
found, to Mr. Iſaac Cookſon, goldſmith in New- 
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_ caſtle, who, for the ſake of the connoiſſeurs in anti 
quity, freely gave them all an opportunny: of ſeeing 
it at any time they flood. This quency, the 
affair to be drvulged in all places, it cape. at laft to 
the ears of the Duke of Somerſet, lard of the-mapor 
of Corbridge, who demanded of Mr, Cookſon the 
Game, as his right. Mr, Cookſon, being deſired- by 
| his friends to acquieſce, and leave abe whole to his 
grace's pleaſure, his grace ordered Mr. Cookfon 
to be paid back the money it cod, and over and a+ 
bove a preſent of money, 1758. This piece is now 
in the poſſeſſion of his grace the Duke of Northum- 
berland, who married the grand-daughter and 
heireſs of the ſaia Duke of Somerſet.  __ 

A Copper medal, about four inches diameter, incloſed 
in a caſe of thick glaſs, was laid in the 8. E, corner 
of a pier in the {tone bridge over the river. Tyne, 
being the ſpot where the boundaries of the gorpo- 
ration extend fouthwards, by Cha. Atkinſon, Eſq; 
mayor, July 8, 1776. =

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PHILIP, Biſhop of Durham, in the reign of Hen- 
ry II, granted to the burgeſſes of Gateſhead, ſe- 
veral Privileges, as appcars by what follows: 

Philip, by the grace of God B ſnop ot Durham, to all 
men of the whole biſhoprick, and of his brother - 

hood in all England, he ſalutethß :: 
Know ye, that we have granted, and by this 
ſent deed have granted to our burgeſſes of 
reſheved, full liber:y of foreſtage, yielding in 
every half year, from Pentecoſt to the fealt of St 
Martin; for a wheye or ox, the which goes to 
graſs, 2d. and for a horſe, 2d. and for every hog, 
1d. in reſpect to all things that they have to pro- 
E and neceflary uſcs ; ſ:ving theſe prohibited. 
either ſhall it be lawful ter any ſorelter within 
the meats that are appointed within our forreſt and 
burrough to tax lands upon any burgeſs, or upon 
any manner of thing of the ſaid burrough, or. upon 
any oxen, or any other their cattle, or by any 
ways to hinder them, cither of their wood, tim- 
ber, or any other things. And if any ſuit or 
trouble ſhall be between the forreſters and burgeſ 
ſes, it ſnall be determined in the ſaid burrough, if 
it may be; if not, then in our preſence it ſnall be 
determined. And the cattle of any burgeſs ſhall 
not be carried out of the ſaid burrough, but there 
ſhall be replevied, if the ſame may be replevied. 
To the ſame burgefles it ſhall be lawful to have 
herbage, and lying turfs and bruery to their own - 
proper uſes, whereſoever they are accuſtomed to 
have the ſame, ſo that they ſell us part thereof. 
And if any burgeſs do dig turfs for his chimney, 
not having oxen , if for the leading of turfs they 
ſhall be forced to have oxen, nevertheleſs in giv- 
ing for all or every ox, which they ſhall need 2d. 
of foreſtage, they ſhall be freed. And it ſhall be 
lawful for every burgeſs to give wood to whom - 
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ever he w.ll, to be ſpent about the river of Tyne, 


without any licence; but not to ſel] any without 


licence of the forreſicrs. And no forreſter ſhall 


diſſurb any merchandrze that cometh within the 
- faid meat. End every burgeſ of Gateſheved 


ſhall have of his burgage the fame liberty, which 


| the burgeſles of Newcaſtle have of their burgages. 


And whitherſoever the burgeſſes of Gateſheved, or 
ther © cattle, ſhall come within our land, in the 
peace of God and bleſſed St. Cuthbert, they ſhall 


| paſs, that no man to them ſhall do any injury, or 


any demand or exaction of them ſhall require. 
We do grant alſo to the ſame burgeſſes, that they 
ſhall have common of paſture and like parts of 
feeding to all their horſes, and all commodities 
which they ought to have of Subtwell Meadows, 
as they were wont to have; as in deeds of good 
memory of our predeceſſors reaſonably is contained
